A lady doctor in the headlines for the murder 
mystery of the year brings a reminder that the 
gentle sex has had its share of crime publicity 
of late. One lady, recently acquitted from a 
charge of poisoning her husband for his insur- 
ance monies, was charged by a man witness with 
having offered him $5,000 shortly before her 
husband's death if he would remove her chief 
obstacle to getting the insurance money. An- 
other lady acquitted from a charge of poisoning 
her spouse to death, deprived by the action of 
the authorities from reaping the financial bene- 
fits of a proffered vaudeville engagement, has 
turned evangelist. Now we have in Canada two 
women officials of a Children’s Aid Shelter ac- 
cused of such cruelties as made the pen of 
Dickens a flaming sword. 

Scrubbing the scabs off little legs till they 
bled and rubbing children’s noses on the floor 
have been recorded before. Modern plumbing 
has opened up a new mode of “larnin ‘em” if 
the evidence is true that while one of the women 
held the head of a little victim in a closet bowl, 
the other assisted by working the flush. Instead 
of a shelter from the storms of life, it looks as 
if the Ontario government had been unwitting- 
ly maintaining an institution to ingtil hatred and 
sow the seeds of murderous impulses in help- 
less children’s hearts. 

Some years ago it was my unfortunate lot 
as a police reporter in a western city to stumble 
on the discovery that some steel cages had been 


sent from the provincial jail to a girl's indus- 
trial } e, for the purpose of giving some of the 
refractory juv es the “water cure”. (For 
those who have no acquaintance with jails, the 


“water cure” consists of hosing the refractory 
one into subjection with a strong stream of cold 
water.) 

It seemed worthy of paragraphic note when 
children who, for humane reasons, had passed 
through a Juvenile Court, were being given the 
“water cure’. A few days later an irate pub- 
lisher summoned me to his sanctum to fire me 
from my job. He had been told by a ladies com- 
mittee that I had manufactured the story from 
whole cloth and from malicious motives. 


He was reasonable to the extent that he con-" 


sented to let me stay oft in the job if I could 
prove the truth of the story, though he was in- 
sultingly sceptical about my chances of proving 
it true. Three days later when I laid before 
him the official proofs of the transfer of the 
steel cages by night and the details of the hos- 
ings, he agreed that “the female of the species 
is more deadly than the male”. 

I imagine if the episode had occurred in a 
boys’ home the men officials would have taken 
the line that the boys were incorrigible and the 
“water cure” justified. The impulse of the fe- 
male mind was to deny the fact and demand the 
discharge of the truthful reporter. 

All of this is without prejudice to what the 
two women in charge of the Windsor shelter 
may say when they are recovered in health suf- 
ficient to appear and enter denials to the ac- 
cusations made by employees and ex-inmates 
of the place. 


ren of the type who reach “shelters” 
or who pass through the Juvenile Courts into 
1es are often trying on the nerves 
pempers of those in charge. Neglected in 
mind and person, often mentally stupid, some- 
times congenital thieves and liars, driven into 
sullen obstinacy by harsh treatment, it takes one 
with great knowledge of human nature and 
a heart filled with humor and loving kindness 
to get the best out of these neglected and way- 
ward ones, and keep from becoming sour and 
hars!} 
There's much more need for idealism, no- 
bility of character and a divine call for service 
in those who would serve in the ministry of 
the neglected than in the ministry of the pulpit.

How To Check 
Baldness 


By DOCTOR FRANK McCOY 


One of the most common hair problems is 
premature baldness or falling hair. This was 
known to the Egyptians who made a salve to 
cure it from the fats of the lion, serpent, goose, 
crocodile and hippopotamus. In addition to us- 
ing salves and tonics, man has invented combs 
thought to overcome special 
hair problems. One of these 
was called the “Magic Comb”, 
and was actulaly believed to 
bring beak the color to grey 
hair and another was named 
the “Fountain”, because it re- 
leased oil into the hair dur- 
ing the combing process. 

There are two main causes 
of baldness or falling hair; 
the first is poor circulation of 
blood to the scalp which 
means that the hair roots are 
not irrigated properly, and 
the second is a diet lacking in

the food minerals and especially lacking in sili- 
con. The formation of a healthy hair requires 
these elements and to try to grow hair without 
feeding the hair roots the necessary silicon is 
like trying to nail boards together without any 


nails. In a few cases baldness may result from 
a severe fever. An additional cause of baldness 
is dandruff, as there is some evidence that when 
dandruff is neglected, this may lead to early loss 
of hair. 

Premature baldness may begin as early as 
20 years of age, is restricted to the male sex, in 
some cases occurs at a rapid rate, in some cases 
is very slow, and chiefly affects the crown of 
the head, leaving the hair over the ears and back 
of the scalp. There is no question that if a tight 
fitting hat is worn which cuts off the circula- 
tion, this will serve to hasten the loss of hair. 

Baldness which develops too early may be 
overcome in a satisfactory manner in every case 
where the patient is willing to persevere with 
the treatment. The first thing you are to do is 
to feed the hair plenty of silicon by eating the 
following foods which contain this element as 
well as other vital minerals: spinach, celery, 
asparagus, lettuce, kale, carrots and other suc- 
culent non-starchy vegetables. For the best 
results use generous portions of raw salads made 
from these foods. 

To increase the circulation of blood to the 
roots of the hair it is helpful to rub ice over the 
areas where the hair is thinning, which will 
quickly bring a better blood supply. You are 
also to massage the entire scalp thoroughly for 
15 to 20 minutes each day, using the tips of the 
fingers and trying to make the scalp as movable 
as possible. At the same time you are massag- 
ing, you are to rub in a small amount of cocoa- 
nut oil or almond oil to make the hair more soft 
and supple. In case dandruff is present, you 
should undertake the correct treatment to re- 
move this condition. Gentle pulling of the hair 
is also of value in bringing a better blood supply 
to the scalp. 

If your hair is falling out, it is an indication 
that the blood has not been properly nourished 
and that the circulation to the scalp is defective 
and in every case, these causes can be corrected 

Very often the hair has been replaced with a 
soft downy growth and this growth can be de- 
veloped into normal hair, providing persistent 
treatment is used. In those instances where the 
hair has been made to “grow again”, this is what 
has occurred. 

In saving your hair, it is extremely helpful 
to have ultra violet ray treatments to the scalp 
as experience has shown that this is one of the 
best treatments you could possibly use. 

Even where baldness occurs late in life, it is 
entirely possible to slow up the loss of hair to a 
surprising degree. In these days, when employ- 
ers are seeking men who appear young, bald- 
ness may make a man look older than he is and 
cause the loss of his job. For this reason alone, 
it is advisable to retain a thick, luxuriant growth 
of hair.

Date 


— A Day in Canadian History — 
By FRED WILLIAMS 


On this date, in 1925 Ottawa 
lost its greatest citizen. Strange 
thing to say in a political cen- 
tre when the man was not a 
politician; but John R. Booth 
was more than a politician; he 
was a creator of industry, and 
as such deserves a much higher 
niche in history than he has 
been given. Born on a small 
farm near Waterloo, Lower 
Canada, in 1826, he moved to 
the Ottawa in 1857 and built 
a small shingle mill. From that 
developed a veritable empire 


of timber wealth. John R. 
Booth was a worker; he appre- 
ciated good work in others; 


sometimes he was regarded as 
a “driver”; but all he wanted 
was for his employees to work 
as hard as he did. Some failed 
because of laziness; others for 
lack of persistence; but those 
who showed grit were well 
treated by the “boss” who him- 
self worked when work was 
necessary regardless of work- 
ing hours. 

Work was, indeed, the mani- 
festation of John R. Booth al- 
most to the day of his death. In 
his long life he amassed mil- 
lions, yet to the day when he 
had to cease work he was al- 
ways the same plain worker 
that he was in the beginning. 
Driving along the streets of 
Ottawa in his buggy in summer 
or his sleigh in winter he 
might have been a small far- 
mer from up the Gatineau. If 
there was a job to be done he 
did it, whether on land or in 


water. I remember when he 
announced his intention of 
building a railway from Parry 
Sound to the St. Lawrence to 
carry his timber, the days of 
rafting being on the eve of dis- 
appearing. A reporter went to 
interview him and found him 
knee deep in water at the 
Chaudiere, working at some re- 
pairs that were peremptory. 
He confirmed the news, refer- 
red the enquirer to John Fleck, 
his manager, for details and re- 
turned to his work, just as if 
he had not announced a task 
unprecedented for one man, the 
building of five hundred miles 
of railway and a bridge over 
the St. Lawrence. It was all in 
the day’s work. That railway 
(the Canada Atlantic) he later 
sold to the Grand Trunk, for 
millions, but less than the ac- 
tual cost. I wonder what he 
would have said had he lived 
to see the greater part of that 
railway abandoned because of 
motor competition and lack of 
traffic! 

Many men have been given 
eulogies after their death. Some 
of them deserved them; others 
did not; but in the case of John

‘How Edmonton Got The Bridge

Back in 1896 Edmonton had 
no bridge across the Saskat- 
chewan and no money with 
which to build one. For a long 
time the town fathers had tried 
to get financial help from the 
Territorial and the Dominion 
governments only to be told by 
the former that the river was 
navigable and jurisdiction over 
navigable waters was peculiar- 
ly a Dominion matter, and on 
the other hand told by the Do- 


minion Minister of Public 
works that the erection of

of the town council could be 
called and a vote of the peo-
